The wedding of Miss Marie Botha, 
sister of Gen. Botha, Prime Minister 
of the Transvaal, and Mr. R. C. Haw- 
kin, secretary to the Eighty Olub, was 
svlemnized in the beautiful teh 
churoh situate in Austin Friars, * 
don. The ceremony, which was popwu- 
latly regarded as in the nature of 
“an Imperial event,” attracted an 
enormous amount of interest, and: was 
solemnized in the presence of nearly a 
thousand guests.

Animals 


In a paper on \the “Instinct of 
feigning death,” given in Loudon re- 
cently, ‘Prof. 8. J. olmes suggests 
that in the case of the lower animals 
it is closely connected with much of 
what has been called hypnotism. In 
most of these cases it is characterized 
by a rigid coftraction of the muscles 
such as is scientifically called ‘‘te- 
tanic,”” and popularly described as 
cataleptic. For example, if the water 
scorpion Ranatra is picked up by one 
of its slended legs it may be held out 
horizontically for a considerable time 
without causing the leg to bend. It 
is as if a man were seized below the 
knee and held out straight face up- 
wards withuut causing the knee to 
bend; only the legs of,a Ranatra are 

od teat mores’ sie rai” 
tion than the thinnest of the human 
species, ahd the muscular tension 
which the insect maintains must 
therefore be intense.

dependent on the brainy The lower 
part of the Ranatra can still be induc- 
ed to feint death when the insect has 
lost its head; and a spider will roll 
up as if dead when touched, even if 
its brain has gone.

A touch or even a.jar is sometimes 
all that is necessary. But it.is very 
much harder to arouse them. Prof. 
Holmes regards the “death feigning” 
of birds and mammals (especially) 
as associated with a tolerably acute 
consciousness of the situation. It 
involves (in the case of foxes, or opos- 
sum, or hedgehogs, or young tern) a 
more or less deliberate intention to 
profit by the situation, yet at the 
same time it is probably not a result 
of conscious reflection. The instinct 
is there or else such a course of ac- 
tion world not occur to the animal’s 
mind. Were it otherwise it would be 
difficult to understand why the ruse 
ia adopted only bv certain species, 
while others, equally intelligent, and 
for whom it would be equally advan- 
tageous stratagem, never manifest

New Prairie Towns. 

In view of the approaching comple- 
tion of their main line from Winni- 

eg to Edmonton, the Grand Trunk 
‘Pacific Co. is now busy making ar- 
rangements for placing about one 
‘hundred town-sites in Western Can- 
ada on the market. These town-sites 
‘are dotted all across the three pro- 
vinces of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta, the average distance between 
them being seven miles. The indita- 
tions are that there willbe no la¢k of 
competition for lots in these town- 
sites, and that upon most of them, 
before the season is over, the founda- 
tions will be laid of goodly-sized 
towns. At Rivers, the first divisional 
point on the line west of Winnipeg, 
there has already been a good de- 
‘mand for lots, and some twenty build- 
ings, consisting of stores and dwell- 
ings, are in course of erection. 

The extremely mild weather of the 
winter season in the West has enabl- 
ed the company to go ahead at a 
great rate with construction work, and 
a high official of the company stated 
that the line will be completed from 
Winnipeg to Portage la Prairie by 
June 1, thus giving a through track 
clear to Saskatoon. There is every 
prospect that the line will be complet- 
ed clear into Edmonton by the end 
of the summer, although the construc- 
tion of the bridge over the Battle 
River may to some extent delay con- 
struction. 

In the vidinity of Winnipeg great 
preparations are now being made fer 
a big season’s work. In the great 
yards at St. Boniface, now enclosed by 
a high fence on either side two miles 
in length, fror to 30 miles of track 
have already been. laid, while six 
miles west of Winnipeg, 
temporary yards and Shey will be 
‘situated, several miles of track are 
laid. Work on the shops will be com- 
menced at once, but the first buildin 
to be erected will be a large round- 
‘house similar to the one at Turcot, 

Naturally, with the prospect of em 
tering upon the active work of trans- 
portation early this season, extensive 
preparations are under way for the 
supply of rolling stock. For some two

Exploring Labrador. 

A journey into the interior of the 
great Labrador Peninsula is fraught 
with so many difficulties and so many 
dangers that he who makes it must 
indeed have a compelling motive. The 
Peninsula forms that portion of tha 
Dominion of Canada lying between 
Hudson Bay on the west, and the 
Atlantic Ocean on the east, with the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence for ite southern 
boundary, and Hudson Straits mark- 
ing its extreme northern limit. Onl 
its coast fisheries, its fur trade, and, 
in southern parts, its timber lands, 
have as yet attracted the gain-seekers 
to its inhospitable shores, ice-bound 
as they are in winter, and in sum- 
mer swept by the Arctic current as it 
bears southward its burden of bergs. 
As a whole the Peninsula consists of 
a vast rock plateau, cut at intervals 
= | by valleys, into which gather the 
waters of its myriads of lakes and 
streams for their wild, mad race to 
the sea. The rivers’thus formed, says 
a writer in “The Windsor’ Magazine,” 
are the only highways into the intevi- 
or, and none but the expert canoe- 
man can, successfully navigate them. 
He m brought near 2,000 miles 
to the task, for the native of Eastern 
Labrador is not a canveman, and fears 
the interior of country. . The 
game supply, too, is uncertain. Star- 
vation broods over this wilderness, 
and now and then claims even the 
Indian, to whom its ways are familiar. 
Thus inner Labrador lay wrapped in 
the shadow of m yea’ S unbroken un- 
til the latter half of the last century, 
and then lifted chiefly by the explor- 
ations of Mr. A. P. Low, now Director 
the Geological Survey of Canada.

ASSASSINATION OF RULERS, 


Murder of King Caries Recalls Other 
Royal Tragedies, 


Twenty-one rulers of civilized .coun- 
tries murdered in just over a century! 
No wonder a timid man like the Tsar 
shuts himself up in a fortified palace, 
and every one is constantly quoting 

' Shakespeare’s words, ‘‘Wneasy lies the 
| head that wear a crown.” And it has 
remained for Portugal, which, like her 
neighbor Spain, has been practically 
free from royal assassination — al- 
though attempts havd) been made by 
anarchists and political regicides—+to 
establish a sad record; for never with- 
in modern history, at an fate, have a 
sovereign and crown prince been mur- 
| dered together. . 
The assassination of King Alexander 
rand Queen Draga of Servia in. June, 
19038, is the nearest parallel to the ter- 
'tible deed which has just horrified 
the world. How the young King dis. 
gusted his Ministers and-the atmy, 
and rendered himself generally un- 
popular by marrying Madame Masch- 
in, his tother’s lady-in-waiting, is 
too recent history to need more thah 
a passing meation here. It is inter- 
esting to note, however, that most of 
the army officers who carried out, the 
plot, and actually murdered the King 
and Queen in the palace, are not only 
alive, but still hold prominent mili- 
tary appointments. Moreover, they 
were paid $60,000 for the deed. 

Liree years previous to the Servian 
tragedy King Humbert of Italy was 
slain by the anarchist Bresci; while 
in 1898 the cruel and utterly purpose- 
less murder: of the beautiful and gra- 
cious Empress of Austria took place. 
; The Empress was passing through 
| Geneva on her return from Wiesbaden, 

| where she had been for treatment. of 
| a heart affection, when she was stab- 
| bed with a small file-shaped stiletto, 
, which piereed her heart. King Hum- 
| bert was shot while entering his dar- 
| riage, and it is an extrordinary fact 
that he had twice previously escaped 
being murdered only by a hair’s 
breadth. In Naples in 1878. a pan 
rushed up and tried to stab His Mf- 
jesty with a poniard, but the, King 
escaped with a slight seratch; while, 
nineteen years later, as King Hum- 
bert was driving to the Campanile 
racecourse, a workman struck at him 
-with a dagger. Luckily the blow was 
averted.

On 
one occasion he only escaped through 
the barrel of the assassin’s pistol 
bursting, while in 1866, when the din- 
ing hall of the Winter Palace was 
wrecked by an explosion proceeding 
from the cellars beneath, the Emperor 
owed his life to a breach of his usual 
punctuality, the company not having 
sat down to dinner when the explos- 
ion took place, 

His Majesty’s “Guardian Angel,” 
however, was powerless against the 
Nihilists’ bombs of 1881. The Em- 
peror was returning to the Winter 
Palace after a military review, when 
his carriage was suddenly shattered 
by a bomb. Severnl of the escort were 

| killed, but strangely enough the Tsa 
himself remained unhurt. After. in- 
quiring about the wounded, His Ma- 
jesty, with phenomenal coolness, con- 
tinued his progress on foot.

no further use for them. 

Then, not only do all the old d@lothes 
of this country find their way «here, 
but the firm has established agents 
all over the continent, and weekl 
large shipments of the. most mitboek 
laneous garments you’ ever saw reach 
the Prince of Old Clothes from his 
representatives On .the continent. Tn 
one corner you will see the discarded 
garments of some erack French regi- 
mer the next pile will consist of 
jaclts lately worn 
soldiers, and lying alongside ‘of them 
will be thousands 6f dress suits pur- 
chased from the leading German 
hotels. 

But the showy military costumes 
and the piles of frack coats you see in 
the shop one day will be gore the 
next. » Indeed,’ it is surprising , how 
quickly the goods are disposed of, 
and it is here where the romence of 
the whole business lies. Mr. Hyman 
is not only the Prince of Old Clothes, 
but he may also well be called the 
costumier to the dusky monarchs of 
Africa. The goods are sent abroad 
in huge bales, each bale - containing 
from 200 to 250-articles. From 300 to 
400 bales are-sent as a rule every 
month

India’s War On Rats, 

Some facts bearing on the anti-rat 
campaign were mentioned recently by 
Commissioner Nicol, of the Salvation 
Army, in an interview in London. 
“The army in India is launching out 
»into a regular war on rats,” he said. 
“The inspector-general of hospitals 
for the Punjab has approved of the 
Salvation Army plaw for the exter- 
mination of rats by imported cats. 
Two thousands rats have recently 
been destroyed at Gujerat alone. Two 
cat farms have been started in India, 
and it 1s our intention to keep up the 
breed by sending out consignments oi 
Englisi cats from time to time. lt 
has been proved by a series of experi- 
ments that the rat flea, which is the 
medium of plague infection, does not 
lodge on the cat. The native wil 
destroy the rats themselves, owin 
religious seruples. But they do no 
object to the cat campaign, as they 
have no scruples against one anignal 
killing another. The Salvation ip 
authorities in India have one 
thoroughly into the problem of rat 
extermination.. Captain Liston has 
made the discovery that guinea: pigs 
can be used as traps to catch the 
fleas. The guinea pigs are let loose 
in plague infected houses after the 
rats have been destroyed, The 
parasites which have quitted the 
rats are attracted in numbers to the 
guinea pigs, 29 per cent. of which 
subsequently die from the infection. 
The gainea pigs having been removed 
with the proper precautions, a 
thorough clearance of the plague- 
stricken houses is effected,’

SP orhoritenl condemn them unre- 
servedly, Others grant the disadyvan- 
tages of eating fish which haves been 
fonen an indefinite length of time, but 
claim that not all are unwholesome to 
every eater, and that the benefits of a 
change of diet outweigh the harm of an 
occasional case of ptomaine poisoning. 
All sensible persons agree, however, on 
at least two points, that the fish should 
be purchased always from a trustworthy 
salesman and that the varieties should 
be chosen which will best bear transpor- 
tation and long keeping. The firm-flesh- 
ed, solid fish are not so likely to suffer 
by either of these procedses as the more 
delicate kinds.

CAUTION REQUIRED 


For it must be acknowledged, even by 
the most ardent advocate of fish, that 
they do not suit some constitutions. T 
have known persons who were poisoned 
by fish—and this not because of any 
fault in the freshness of the fish, since 
it would be eaten by every other mem- 
ber of the family and produce no evil 
effects except upon the one unlucky 
wight to whom it was deadly. The 
fact once clearly established that. fish 
is unwholesome to any one, it is safer 
for him to fight shy of it thereafter. 
Never mind if once in.a while it may 
produce no evil effects; it is safer to 
take no chances, unless the eater be 
one of those who finds enough enjoy- 
ment in any article of food to run the 
risk of possible illness for the sake of 
the pleasures of the palate. I confess 
frankly that I do not belong to that 
school. Once any article of food has 
playec me the shabby trick of disagree- 
ing with me, and I am convinced beyond 
peradventure that this thing and this 
alone is responsible for my indisposi- 
tion—I have done with it! It may be for 


pails and when a wooden cover was 
fitted to the box, shutting in the hot 
kettles, an old ‘comfortable’ was 
wrapped about the whole.

To many palates plain boiled fish fe 


unpleasing. It may be robbed of the 
peculiar flavor of bolled fish by putting 
it over the fire in boiling salted water, 
cooking until neatly done and then 
draining it and transferring it to a bak- 
ing pan. Brush it over with flour and 
bake half an hour, basting well with
